Dr. E M. Gress. botanist and weed 
uthority of the state department of 
griculture is glad to give the latest 
nd best plans in weed eradication to 
nv farmers who are having trouble 
1th weed-infested fields. 
Dr. Gress in a recent trip saw many 
Mediations of bad weeds such as 
uack grass, ox-eye daisy, devil s paint 


brush, king devil. Canada thistle, wild 
m ustard, wild carrot, chicory and field 
buttercup which apparently were not 
given much attention by the property 
owners. 
He reports that “the field butter­ 
cup is very bad in pastures while the 
quack grass is common along road­ 
sides from which it is spreading into 
nearby fields." 
Dr. Gress urges farm ers to cut such 
weeds before they go to seed since 
that is the one im portant step in suc­ 
cessful control. 
The other step is to 
rultivate badly infested fields a few 
years before reseeding to grass or 
other pasture crop. 
If a new weed appears in your fields 
C G. Jordan, secretary of agriculture, 
advises th a t you send a plant includ­ 
ing the roots to the state departm ent 
of agriculture for indentification and 
suggestions for control.

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Some Of Day’s Woes 
As Seen Through Eyes 
Of Hotel Proprietors 


When ihe next com nercial woman, 
or sales woman, come s into, your of­ 
fice all neatly curled end pressed, you 
may know of the trail of woe which 
fhe may have left be lind at the ho­ 
tel where she is stopp ng. 
There they press or the tables, and 
sometimes ruin them beyond repair; 
there they leave the r curling irons 
on until they blow out the fuses; and 
there they try to do their family wash 
in their rooms, we are told. 
But this is not the half of it. While 
they are ironing clothes they will 
aometimes 
use 
bedspreads, 
dresser 
covers or anything e se that they 
might lay their hands on. for ironing 
dotted 
However, there is one thing which 
the local hotel managers appreciate 
in the commercial woman. 
She pays 
her bills promptly and does not object 
to giving whatever identifying infor­ 
mation the managers may desire. In 
feet, at least to the of*ice of the ho­ 
tel, she tries to be as accommodating 
as she can. 
Then It’s Different, 
With the somewhat sterner sex, it 
is different. 
When he is asked to 
identify 
himself 
before cashing a 
check at the hotel desk, he takes 
this as a personal insult on his hon­ 
or. 
But all 
proper credit depart­ 
ments of the local hotels insist on 


this information, and so he har to 
grumble and fume and feel insulted. 
Terhaps, though, the bane of the 
average hotel manager’s existence is 
the tourist party which is only slop­ 
ing in his hotel for the night and 
never expect to come his way again.

Among the true Knights of the 
Grip there are very few “skippers”, 
as the

are

Those who accept the hospitality of 
the hotel, and then feel that it is 
an imposition on 
them 
to 
make 
them pay, are mostly tourists and 
casual visitors. 
But even these do 
not number one-tenth of one per 
cent of the hotel’s patrons. 
In the last few years hotel opera­ 
tion has gone through many radi­ 
cal changes. 
The smaller hotels of 


about 100 rooms have been com­ 
pelled to put their business on a dif­ 
ferent plane than before. 
And the 
downfall of the bar has made for 
better room service. 
The old time caravansary was a 
personal matter, but now the mod­ 
ern structure is run on only the 
soundest of business principles. Now 
the owners of hotel property must 
be prepared to give the best goods 
possible for the least money that 
they can ask.

W hen a new’ patient first enters 
th * c linic the history of his case is 
ken, then he is weighed and meas­ 
ured, his tem perature is taken, and 
on all of his return visits there is 
a check up on both his tem perature 
and his weight. 
The doctor then instructs the pa­ 
tien t in the way that he should go 
about curing himself. 
He is told to 
cat plenty of good food, to sleep in 
a well aired room, and to get out in 
the sunlight as much as possible. 
Little or no exercise is to be taken. 
Then, if the case does not clear up, 
the doctor recommends th a t the pa­ 
tient go to a state sanatorium . 
But 
due to the fact th at the sanatorias 
are crowded, there is a long waiting 
list, it is usually three m onths before 
the patient can be adm itted. 
The attendance of the local clinic 
Varies from 5 to 20, but the average 
Is about ten patients a day. New’ cases 
are being adm itted at each meeting 
of the clinic.

HARRISBURG, Pa , July 27 —Out 
of proceedings before Attorney Gen­ 
eral Thomas J. Baldridge today to 
test the validity of the appointment 
of Albert H. Ladner. Jr.. of Phila­ 
delphia. as a registration commis­ 
sioner in th at city. Is expected to 
come finally a court decision which 
v. ill define whai constitutes a politi­ 
cal party affiliation. 
The petition today, brought in the 
name of Harry V. Daugherty, describ­ 
ed as **a taxpayer and a citizen" al­ 
leges that in 1924 and 1925 Ladner 
was registered in Philadelphia as a 
Republican. 
Registration 
lists 
for 
1926 are impounded in Washington, 
but reports from 
Philadelphia 
are 
that Ladner w?.s registered as a Re­ 
publican then. 
The petition asks that the Attor­ 
ney General's Department become a 
party to quo warranto 
proceedings 
which would compel Ladner, appoint­ 
ed to the commission by Governor 
John S. Fisher as a Democrat, to 
establish his affiliation with the Dem­ 
ocratic party. 
The attorney general is expected to 
take the case under advisement fol­ 
lowing hearing of the evidence pre­ 
sented by Daugherty’s counsel. 
To Review Case 
Both the Attorney 
General 
and 
Ladner are appointees of the Gover­ 
nor. 
For Baldridge to join in the 
proceedings would be equivalent to 
the appointive head Oi a state depart­ 
ment testing the validity of another 
of the Governor's appointments, some 
partisans here point out. 
Although 
the department could join in start­ 
ing the proceedings, however, it also 
could later withdraw and represent 
the commonwealth, legal lights say. 
If the effort made today fails the 
protestants are expected to bring in­ 
junction proceedings in Philadelphia 
courts to prevent payment of sal­ 
aries to four of the members although 
the action is intended to test only the 
party regularity of Ladner, all of the 
commissioners with the exception of 
Benjamin Renshaw are named. 
A number of militant Democrats in 
Philadelphia, 
backed 
by 
others 
throughout the state, have declared 
their intention of carrying the case 
to the appellate courts if necessary. 
Regardless of the outcome of to­ 
day’s proceedings the courts will have i 
to rule on w hat constitutes a Repub- J 
lican or a Democrat, and in so doing 
must consider the time limit during 
vhich a man may be affiliated and 
active in one party and at the same 
time claim allegiance to another. 
Old line Democrats throughout the 
State have fought for years the bi­ 
partisan attitude of many who travel­ 
ed under the Democratic banners. In 
the larger cities many nominal Dem­ 
ocrats have found a number of minor 
political prizes to be had from Re- 
publican leaders. 
It is upon the hearing today and 
the action which will follow it that 
the so-called "Jefferson Democrats" j 
hope to end in a measure the system 
they have fought.

The survey is intended to disclose 
the quantities of bread consumed in 
households, varieties purchased, fre­

the last two years. 
The Investigators are endeavoring 
to determine the preference for dif­ 
ferent size loaves, where bread is pur­ 
chased. the extent of home baking 
of bread and pies, kinds of flour used, 
seasonal consumption, and the influ­ 
ence of advertising on consumption.

educational work. 
Its weakness lies 
in the fact that in this way the work 
of obtaining equality is never done, 
and that it carries no certainty of 
permanence.”
